Texas coast braces 
Hurricane Anita 


BROWNSVILLE, Tex. (UPI) - 
Hurricane Anita’s winds increased to 115 
miles per hour today to become “a 
major hurricane” and headed west for a 
possible landfall south of the Mexican 
border. 
A Miami, Fla., hurricane specialist 
said the mainland could expect the first 
hurricane winds by late afternoon or ear­ 
ly evening. 
’’Anita is a major hurricane,” said Dr. 
Neil Frank, director of the National 
Hurricane Center. 
“It is not a Camille (which killed 258 
persons in 1969) at this time and we don’t 
expect it to become one,” he said. “ But 
it is strengthening. People should have a 
healthy respect for it. Hiis is a very 
strong storm, no question about it.” 
On a National Weather Service scale 
measuring destructive potential, “Anita 
is a three,” Frank said. 
Ahead of the approaching storm, thou­ 
sands of Padre Island and coastal resi­ 
dents fled inland with belongings, food 
and fresh water to avoid being trapped 
by high tides and flooding. 
Others boarded up businesses and 
homes and quietly awaited Hurricane 
Anita’s arrival. 
“We’re estimating all the roads (out) 
will be under water by late afternoon,” 
Brownsville newsman Ward Caldwell 
said. “South Padre Island has been get­ 
ting ready for the blow for a couple of 
days because they know they’ll be the 
first to get it.” 
The season’s first hurricane had been 
slipping southward throughout the morn­ 
ing. At 11 a.m. CDT, Anita was located 
near latitude 25.6 north, longitude 95.4 
west, about 150 miles east of the mouth 
of the Rio Grande. 
The National Weather Service said the 
hurricane was continuing westward at 10 
miles per hour. The service said it was 
likely to strengthen as it neared shore.

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WASHINGTON (UPI) - Wholesale 
prices rose a slight 0.1 per cent in 
August, reflecting the fourth consecu­ 
tive monthly decline in farm prices, the 
Labor Department reported today. 
Although August brought the first 
wholesale price increase in three 
months, it was little cause for concern. 
Wholesale prices, a harbinger of con­ 
sumer price trends, have declined at an 
annual rate of 2.6 per cent in three 
months. 
Farm prices dropped 4.3 per cent in 
August, and processed foods were down 
0.8 per cent. The prices of these items 
have fallen at an annual rate of more 
than 27 per cent over the past three 
months. 
Food price declines began showing up 
on grocery shelves in July. 
The 0.1 per cent increase in all 
wholesale prices compared to decreases 
of 0.1 per cent in July and 0.7 per cent in 
June. 
Inflation has cooled significantly since 
Feburary, March and April when 
monthly wholesale price increases 
averaged 1 per cent — or a double digit 
annual rate. 
The Wholesale Price Index in August 
was 194.6, reflecting a 5.9 per cent in­ 
crease over the past year. This means 
wholesale goods costing $100 a decade 


ago, now cost $194.60. 
Industrial prices rose 0.5 per cent in 
August, consistent with recent trends. 
And finished goods, probably the best 
barometer of price trends, were up 0.1 
per cent. 
Administration officials have long 
predicted a cooling trend in inflation dur­ 
ing the last half of 1977, partially offset­ 
ting sharp price increases during the 
early months of the year. But inflation is 
expected to exceed 6 per cent this year. 
Farm price declines were registered 
in August for green coffee, cocoa beans, 
eggs, livestock, plant and animal fibers 
and grains and live poultry. But fruit and 
vegetable prices increased for the se­ 
cond straight month. 
Processed foods reflected farm 
declines. Roasted coffee, animal feeds, 
fats, oils, pork, poultry and fish prices 
dropped. But sugar prices were up for 
the first time in four months. Beef and 
veal prices also rose. 
The biggest industrial price increase 
was for lumber and wood. Transporta­ 
tion equipment also rose as a result of 
higher prices for autos and auto parts. 
Crude oil prices rose along with gas 
fuels, electric power and coal, but prices 
declined for gasoline. Price increases 
were more moderate than recent months 
for iron and steel.

Most military retirees 
take on different jobs

Retired military people have a subtle 
influence on the character of Lompoc, 
with more and more settling in the city 
each year to start their own businesses, 
look for work or just relax. 
According to Maj. Richard Kline, 
public information officer at Vandenberg 
Air Force Base, there are some 1,400 
people in Lompoc retired from the 
military. Kline said the number of 
retirees in the area increases “slightly” 
each year and there are now more than 
5,000 within a 70-mile radius of the base 
Those retirees interviewed all listed 
the same reasons for Lompoc’s increas­ 
ing popularity: the weather the people, 
small town atmosphere and close prox­ 
imity to facilities at the base. 
Not all retirees are ex-Air Force, nor 
have they all been stationed at 
Vandenberg. Some have relatives or 
friends which drew them to the area. 
Once settled, many retirees start their 
own businesses. Retired Maj. Walt 
Brambir and retired Col. Richard Gid- 
dings Air Force men for 25 and 30 years, 
respectively, own and operate Garden 
Crafters, a ceramics plant on Maple 
Avenue. 
N either of the m en had any 
background in ceramics, “we were just 
fooling around one day,” but the business 
is thriving under their enthusiasm and 
resourcefulness. 
“The military taught us to think, to 
analyze, to manage, to imagine. It gave 
us the background ... Many abilities at­ 
tributed to the military are adaptable,” 
said Brambir. 
Another example is Lloyd Spear, who 
retired in 1958 as a captain after 20 years 
in the service. He is the owner of 
Stateside Office Supplies and is current­ 
ly in the process of putting together a 


customized T-shirt printing business. 
Other retirees are involved in retail 
trade, selling insurance, real estate, 
stocks and bonds, restaurants, teaching, 
advertising, local politics and virtually 
every facet of the community. 
"Overall, the retired military is the 
cause of a tremendous financial impact 
on the city,” said Chuck Carmichael, 
director of the Economic Development 
Association. Carmichael retired as a 
colonel after 30 years in the Air Force. 
According to Carmichael, “About 60 
per cent of the retirees go into business 
to some degree, 40 per cent are just 
wasting away. They are not applying 
their abilities. Some military retire and 
can’t adjust, others fall into civilian life 
with no problem.” 
Jim Collins, veteran coordinator at 
Allan Hancock College, said a successful 
retirement from the military “largely 
depends on how well a person can adjust 
to a new way of life. Some people get 
stuck in what they were, not in what they 
are. 
"They just can’t get off the military 
trip, they want to hang on to the title, to 
the attitude. This is probably the single, 
most pressing problem with both officers 
and enlisted men," said Collins. 
Collins retired from the Air Force in 
1973 as a chief master sergeant and is 
working on his doctorate in human 
behavior. 
Collins said that generally, retirees 
tend to adjust “quite well” to employ­ 
ment because of their experience and 
resourcefulness, but that the number of 
jobs available is limited 
A person’s experience may overqualify 
him or her for some jobs, said Collins, or 
certain skills may have to be adapted for 
civilian work (for instance, an electri­ 
cian trained in missile building would 
have to be reoriented to household ser-

the present $2.50 per month to $2.85. News rack prices will remain at 15 cents 
per single copy. Out of county mailing will increase from $3 to $3.75 per month, 
reflecting postal rate incrases and from $2.50 to $2.85 for in-county mailing. 
Those serving in the armed services will be charged the in-county rate. 
It is the first subscription rate increase since September, 1974. Record 
carriers have not had an increase since this time and will receive 20 per cent of 
the announced increase, according to Rennie L. Adam, general manager 
“Economic realities have caught up with the growth of the Record and the 
increase is unavoidable,” Adam explained. “We have done everything possible 
to keep the rate increase to a bare minimum

Ford to attend 
canal pact signing 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Former 
President Gerald Ford will attend the 
signing ceremony for the Panana Canal 
treaties on Wednesday and will be a 
guest of President Carter at the White 
House, a spokesman said today. 
Ford has made a strong public state­ 
ment in support of the controversial 
pacts for which negotiations were 
carried on in his administration. 
White House Press Secretary Jody 
Powell said Ford has accepted an invita­ 
tion to the ceremonies which will be held 
at the Pan American Union with some 20 
Latin American leaders on hand. 
Ford has visited Carter at the White 
House twice since the inauguration but 
has not stayed overnight. 
Powell also said Carter will meet with 
Chilean President Augusto Pinochet, 
bucking criticism from some quarters 
that he should not meet with Chile’s 
military strongman who overthrew the 
AUende government. 
Powell said it will be Carter’s policy to 
talk with leaders who attend the 
ceremony. However, he was unable to 
announce immediately how many of the 
leaders Carter would consult with, 
although there was expected to be a 
steady parade to the White House for 
three days next week before and after 
the signing. 


Carter is pulling out all the stops to 
dramatize hemispheric solidarity for the 
controversial agreement, with some 15 
to 20 Latin American heads of govern­ 
ment and Canadian Prime Minister 
Pierre Trudeau traveling to Washington 
for the big show Wednesday evening. 


The signing is expected to be national­ 
ly televised. 
The President meets with Panama s 
leader. Gen Omar Torrijos. Tuesday to 
discuss the document.

Haldeman denies 
nude Nixon tale 
in his book 


LOMPOC, Calif. (UPI) - A report 
that H.R. Haldeman's book on the 
Watergate years tells of President 
Richard Nixon stripping nude in the Oval 
Office is “totally false ... bathroom jour­ 
nalism,” Haldeman said Wednesday. 
Haldeman telephoned United Press 
International’s Los Angeles bureau from 
the federal prise « camp here, where he 
is serving a Watergate sentence, to deny 
the story by New York Daily News 
columnist Liz Smith. 
He said he was breaking a self- 
imposed rule not to talk to reporters 
while he is a prisoner because he wanted 
to set the record straight. 
“My forthcoming book, ‘The Ends of 
Power,’ will, as I reported, tell all — and 
with the gloves off,” said Haldeman, 
who worked on the book before entering 
prison June 21. 
"But I deplore and reject the kind of 
bathroom journalism that produces 
totally false stories such as the recent 
one by columnist Liz Smith claiming to 
report an incident in my book. 
“Her story is totally untrue — there 
will be no such episode in my book 
because no such event ever took place. I 
will tell all, but only what happened.” 
Haldeman read a prepared statement 
and said he did not want to discuss the 
matter. 
In her column Tuesday, Miss Smith 
quoted unnamed “insiders” as saying 
the book will show that Nixon was "flaky 
and falling apart in the final days of 
Watergate.” She reported that: 


“One of Haldeman's stones will have 
Richard Nixon coming into the Oval Of­ 
fice, stripping off all his clothes, sitting 
down naked behind his desk and asking 
his crew-cut aide, ‘Now, what’s on the 
agenda?’"

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Beginning to­ 
day, the United States and Cuba will be 
able to communicate directly with each 
other for the first time in 17 years. 
Ten-person missions were to be opened 
in both Havana and Washington at noon, 
with parallel, simultaneous — but low- 
key — ceremonies in the two capitals. 
The missions are called “interests sec­ 
tions” will be embassies in everything 
but name. 


They will occupy the buildings which 
once housed the embassies of the two 
countries. The U.S. Mission will move in 
officially at the U.S. Embassy at Havana 
at noon Thursday, while the Cuban Mis­ 
sion will be scattered for a while while 
the former embassy in Washington is be­ 
ing remodeled. 


The heads of the sections — to be 
called “Chiefs of Mission” — will be 
Lyle Lane for the United States in 
Havana and Ramon Sanchez Parodi for 
Cuba in Washington. 
The exchange ceremonies today were 
being kept deliberately low key, and 
short of the full fanfare that will be 


reserved for the resumption of full 
diplomatic relations. 
In Washington, the United States was 
represented by Undersecretary of State 
Philip Habib. Pelegrin Torras, Cuban 
vice minister for Foreign Affairs, was to 
deliver a toast at the opening of the U.S. 
Mission in Havana. 
The U.S. Mission will operate under 
the Swiss flag, and the Cubans will 
operate under the Czech flag until full 
relations are resumed. 
Before that can happen, some 
technical matters have to be settled, in­ 
cluding the U.S. claim for compensation 
for some $2 billion in property seized by 
the Castro government. The Cubans are 
insisting on an end to American 
economic restrictions against them. 
The opening of the interests sections is 
an intermediate step in a process that 
began with some kind public words be­ 
tween President Carter and President 
Fidel Castro. That was followed up by a 
maritime agreement which was 
designed to avoid naval incidents. 
Hie United Statea and Cuba broke 
diplomatic relations in 1961. 
County concludes 
Mesa Oaks hearings

County officials today signaled the end 
of testimony on the environmental im­ 
pact of expansion plans for Mesa Oaks, 
and certified that the reams of docu­ 
ments represented the final word on the 
question. 
Environmental quality coordinator A1 
Reynolds concluded an end to the 
proceedings after an hour and a half ses­ 
sion in Lompoc this morning and an­ 
nounced that the final form of the EIR 
would be turned over to the county plann­ 
ing commission. 
Today’s hearing was a continuation of 
a hearing that began in Santa Barbara on 
Aug 18. 
The bulk of today’s session was taken 
up with the reading into the record of let­ 
ters from various agencies and the 
presentation of major revisions in 
testimony by Donald O. Asquith, official 
of Envicom Corp , writers of the EIR for 
the county. 
Asquith said “The ability of the Mis­ 
sion Hills Water Co., to supply the 
proposed development is in considerable 
doubt." Asquith also noted that Lompoc 
Valley underground basins were already 


in “overdraft,” and that the expansion of 
Mesa Oaks development would add to the 
problem. 
Asquith said the water company should 
be required “to demonstrate that they 
can supply adequate water for new 
ushers before construction begins on new 
Mesa Oaks homes. ” 
At the same time Asquith said the 
"formation of a community services dis­ 
trict, or a service area ... would be 
significant improvement in provision of 
water supplies.” 
A letter from the Public Utilities Com­ 
mission noted that Mission Hills was in a 
restricted status and that ¿n expansion 
to serve more Mesa Oaks homes would 
have to have the approval of the PUC. 
A letter from Lompoc City Ad­ 
ministrator Gene Wahlers declared that 
the owners of the utility services would 
have to pay off a debt of about $20,000 
which as been assessed for engineering 
before negotiations aimed at joining the 
regional sewer plant system. 
In the meantime, testimony indicated 
that the present Lompoc Utility Services 
Co., providers of sewer service to Mis­ 
sion Hills could not handle effluent from 
more homes in Mesa Oaks. 
Park reportedly indicted 
by federal grand jury 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Rep Bruce 
Caputo, R-N.Y., a member of the House 
Ethics Committee investigating alleged 
bribes of congressmen by Korean 
businessman Tongsun Park, said today 
Park has been indicted by a federal 
grand jury 
But an aide to the freshman lawmaker 
said a Washington Post report of the 
sealed indictment could jeopardize 
chances of returning Park to the United 
States for prosecution. 
The aide said Caputo confirmed that 
the indictment was filed in U.S. District 
Court on Friday. 
“We understand, however, that the in­ 
dictment is for attempted bribery, not 
flat out bribery,” the Caputo aide told 
UPI. “The difference there is (that) for 
bribery you would have to have someone 
accepting the bribe which would require 
another indictment on the person ac­ 
cepting it. 
“We also understand that an arrest 
warrant against Park was included in the 
sealed indictment,” the aide said. “The 
thinking was that Park was going to 
return to London and the warrant could 
be served there under the extradition 
agreement we have with Britain 


“Now that the news is out the warrar 
is apparently moot since Park could nt 
be expected to go back to London.” 
Caputo several weeks ago urged th 
Justice Department to indict Park an 
grab him before he could leave Londor 
In a statement today, Caputo said: 'i t ' 
hard to imagine how the Justice Depan 
ment could have handled this case in 
worse manner.” 
Park has been in London for month 
during parallel Justice Department an 
House Ethics Committee investigation 
into allegations he funneled favors, gift 
and campaign contributions to member 
of Congress in an effort to sway U S 
military and ecnomic policies towan 
South Korea

“Those (retirees) who come 
here with a mind to get a job, 
haven’t always been successful. 
Jobs are uncertain,” said 
R obert L ivingston, office 
manager for Village Realty. 
Livingston re tire d as a 
colonel after serving 28 years 
with the Air Force. He is 
treasurer of the Retired Of­ 
ficers Association in Lompoc. 
“The jobs here are few and 
far between,” said lest. “The 
contractors at the base do some 
hiring, but not much. Many peo­ 
ple are going south for work.” 
Some retirees do go to work 


for private contractors at the 
base or go into civil service. 
Most sources icily denied an in­ 
crease in double dipping (work­ 
ing for the government while 
receiving a military pension) or 
defended the practice. 
“When Congress kicks us out 
(mandatory retirement), what 
is wrong with a second job?” 
asked Carmichael.

County intends to name 
new employe officer 


County authorities still intend 
to hire a new employe relations 
officer, to fill the spot vacated 
last year by William Gill, even 
though the county hired consul­ 
tants to negotiate new wage 
pacts with principal employe 
organizations this year, it was 
learned today. 
The Personnel Department is 
recruiting for a replacement 
for Gill, and after getting a 
num ber of applications, is 
ready for oral examinations, it 
was stated. 
Jeffrey Samsum, assistant 
county administrative officer, 
who took a turn at negotiating a 
new pact this year with the 
County Firefighters Union, said 
it is felt the two consultant 
firms the county hired early 


this year to deal with several 
key situations, will still be 
needed in an on-going fashion to 
handle key situations. 


The county employe relations 
officer position now commands 
a range of from $21,180 to 
$25,860. The top range pays 
$2,155 monthly, including the 
recent 7 per cent raise given 
county employes for this fiscal 
year. 


The county wound up paying 
its employes a 7 per cent boost, 
effective in July, to add to the 3 
per cent given the previous 
year, with county employe 
groups saying the combined 
raise is still lagging behind 
cost-of-living advances for the 
two-year period.

Those retirees with spare 
time take advantage of the 
recreation facilities at the base, 
travel, do yard work or hobbies. 
Carmichael said the men and 
women are often involved in 
church, civic groups and 
military organizations, too. 
The Air Force Sergeants As­ 
sociation, with some 600 
members locally, has been in­ 
volved in trying to get a VA 
hospital built in Santa Barbara 
so those eligible for veteran’s 
benefits won’t have to drive to 
Los Angeles for treatment. 
The Retired Officers Associa­ 
tion has some 150 members in 
Lompoc. Retired Lt. Col. Pat 
Ryan — who served 30 years in 
the Air Force and is a broker 
with Village Realty — ex­ 
plained the purpose of the as­ 
sociation: 
“Basically, we are interested 
in things we consider to be of 
value to the country: defense 
legislation, things that affect 
the active military national 
security and defense.” 
Ryan said the association 
follows congressional actions to 
keep members informed, but 
does not lobby as a group. ROA 
members “ must take their in­ 
dividual initiative’’ to act on 
matters of interest to them.. 
Ryan said there are some 
social aspects to the associa­ 
tion, but according to Car­ 
m ichael, the ROA is now 
primarily social 
“Except for major excep­ 
tions. we as a group are not 
aiding the community as we 
could,” said Carmichael. 
He said he thinks the ROA 
could be more civic minded on 
the whole, sponsoring such 
community efforts as the an­ 
nual Heart Fund drive. 
“Our funds are limited,” said 
Ryan in response “We don’t 
have a lot of money to work 
with.” 
Ryan pointed out many ROA 
members also belong to com­ 
munity organizations like the 
Rotary Club or Kiwanis, which 
do civic work 
Military retirees have had a 
significant impact on Lompoc, 
but the number who bring their 
knowledge and ability here may 
soon level off: 
“Taxes going up might be a 
future deterrent for people 
retiring to Lompoc,” said 
Hanson.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
legislature has voted final ap­ 
proval to a measure granting 
lawmakers a pay raise and has 
advanced another bill providing 
a raise for statewide elected of­ 
ficials except Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. 
The Senate Wednesday sent 
to Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. a 
measure giving members of the 
Assembly and Senate a 10 per 
cent pay raise to $25,555 a year. 
The bill (AB1396) by A s­ 
semblyman Louis Papan, D- 
Daly City, passed on a 27-5 vote 
with no debate. 
At the same time, the As­ 
sembly Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee passed and sent to the 
floor a bill that would give 
statewide officeholders — ex­ 
cept Brown — an average 21 per 
cent pay boost. 
The measure (SB884) by Sen. 
Albert Rodda. D-Sacramento, 


was approved on an 11-4 vote, 
the exact number needed. The 
raises would take effect for 
statewide officers in 1979 and 
m em bers of the Board of 
Equalization in 1978. 
Brown, who originally op­ 
posed the bill until a pay raise 
for governor was deleted, has 
not indicated if he would veto a 
section of the measure that 
would grant 5 per cent cost-of- 
living increases for three years, 
Rodda said. 
The governor has said he 
would not sign a bill that would 
increase his $49,100 annual 
salary. Rodda had proposed the 
governor’s salary be hiked to 
$65,000. 
The bill for legislators would 
hike salaries from $23,322 to 
$25,555 starting in December 
1978. The boost is the maximum 
percentage allowed by the con­ 
stitution.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Federal agencies, who expect 
to be hit with nearly $8 billion in 
low-interest loan applications 
from 1977 drought victims, say 
their disaster loan funds have 
dried up. 


The huge, unprecedented 
crush of requests, many from 
farmers who lost their crops, is 
creating a multi-billion dollar 
dilemma for administration 
budget experts. 
Only a fraction of the loan 
money being approved for vic­ 
tims in 37 states has been ap­ 
propriated by Congress. 


More money could be appro­ 
priated because the loans will 
be repaid to the government, 
but the catch is. most of the 
loans are for 30-and 40-year 
periods and there is no money 
in the current budget to cover 


several billion dollars in unex­ 
pected spending. 
And there is irony: although 
more than 2 out of 3 counties 
from co a st-to -co a st 
w ere 
affected 
by the drought, 
Agriculture Department of­ 
ficials are projecting a poten­ 
tially record farm production 
year. 
The number of loan appli­ 
cants has been so great that the 
Small Business Administration 
Wednesday nearly stopped ac­ 
cepting applications for two 
weeks. The agency rescinded 
the action under pressure from 
congressmen and others. 
A key reason for the increase 
is a new interpretation of SBA 
loan authority, to permit up to a 
half million dollars in low- 
interest loans to individual 
farmers for covering crop los­ 
ses.

The two chem icals 
have been used for years to give 
cured m eats their distinctive 
red look and smoky taste and to

m icrobes, which can cause 
deadly botulism poisoning. 
Because high heat aids the 
conversion of the chemicals, 
scientific studies have indicted 
fried bacon in particular as a 
source of nitrosamines. Other 
studies have indicated nitrosa­ 
mines can form in the stomach 
under certain conditions. 
Wednesday the Food and 
Drug Administration and the 
Agriculture

announcements 
said they want the meat in­ 
dustry to conduct studies on the 
safety of nitrates and nitrites

nitrosamines in m eat products. 
A panel of experts formed by 
the A griculture D epartm ent 
has been studying the impact of 
the preservatives on red meat 
for nearly four years But the 
issue was brought to a head last 
May by Carol Foreman, form er 
head of the Consumer Federa­ 
tion of America who now is an 


assistant secretary of agricul­ 
ture. 
She told the FDA her depart­ 
m ent thought cured poultry 
products were subject to the 
1958 FDA-enforced Delaney 
amendment, 
which 
prohibits 
the presence of cancer-causing 
substances in the food supply. 
Other meat products are not, 
because the preservatives were 
in use before 1958. 


So the FDA said Wednesday it 
will investigate the use of 
nitrates and nitrites in cured 
poultry products. Mrs

man said her departm ent would 
go after the red meat products.

Slope Alaskan natural gas to the 
“lower 48” states through a $7 
billion pipeline resembling an 
inverted “Y” on the map. The 
trunk of the pipeline would split 
into two sections in the Cana­ 
dian province of Alberta, with 
one leg going to the U.S. West 
and a second to the Midwest. 
A competing “All-American” 
route proposed by the El Paso 
Alaska Co., received strong 
support of Alaskan state of­ 
ficials who said it would help 
ease the state’s high unemploy­ 
ment rate It would pipe the gas 
south to Valdez in a line 
paralleling the existing Alaska 
pipeline and then tankers would 
transport the liquefied gas 
south to the United States. 
Both proposals have strong 
advocates 
An Alcan spokesman said the 
firm “always believed we had 
the right project which would 
be good for the United States 
and Canada and in the best in­ 
terest of the American gas con­ 
sumer.” 


The spokesman said “right 
now we re realistically looking 
at the fall of 1982“ for startup of 
the gasline which backers said 


could be built without federal 
subsidies. 
Negotiations are under way 
on a Canadian government 
proposal for the United States 
to establish a $200 million trust 
fund to offset the social and 
economic effects on northern 
natives.

Tornadoes crushed homes 
and uprooted trees in portions 
of Michigan and Wisconsin and 
torrential rains — the kind that 
come once every 200 years — 
sent water surging through 
Minneapolis streets and spout­ 
ing like geysers from storm 
sewers. 
A tornado plowed through the 
Wausau, Wis., area Wednesday 
night, causing heavy damage in 
the town of Rib Mountain, Wis., 
and scattered damage to por­ 
tions of Wausau. Authorities 
said 20 to 30 homes were 
damaged at Rib Mountain. Am­ 
bulances were requested in Rib 
Mountain, but there were no 
im m ediate reports on the 
number or extent of injuries. 
“I’ve seen about five tor­ 
nadoes in my lifetime and this 
was the largest one I ever 
saw,” said Lt Ted Kohl of the 
Marathon County (Wis.) She­ 
riff’s Department. 
The twister left a trail of 
downed trees and power lines 
and cut off telephone service to 
a large part of Marathon 
County. 
Another twister hit Antigo, 
Wis., in the northern part of the 
state, blowing over trees and 
television antennas and hurling 
the roof of a metal shed four 
blocks.

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Tips for long lasting flowers

Almost everyone loves a bouquet of 
beautiful flow ers in their house. 
Whether the arrangement is a dozen 
long-stemmed red roses, an armful of 
mixed garden flowers or a bunch of 
wildflowers, it is admired and enjoyed. 
However, it seem s that flowers doesn’t 
always last as long as you’d like them to 
and some seem especially fragile. Take 
heart because there are some useful tips 
to help prolong a flower’s vase life. 
First, a good start is to cut flowers in 
the early morning or evening and choose 
only fresh blossoms or buds. 
Daylilies 
should be selected with unopened, fat 
buds to insure bloom indoors. Use sharp 
tools to that the wound is clean and the 
plant can heal quickly. 
Also carry a 
bucket of water to plunge the freshly 
picked flowers into since there is no 
sense in letting the flowers wilt before 
you can even get them into the house. 
While working with these cut flowers, 
try to keep them out of drafts since 
they’ll wilt faster in drafts than in heat. 
Next take time to condition the flowers 
before you arrange them. 
To do this, 
remove all the foliage that will be under 
water as it will foul the water more 
quickly and make arranging individual 
flowers more difficult. 
Also remove rose thorns and all the

leaves off of Chrysanthemums since it 
has been shown they last longer if all 
their leaves are stripped off. 
Then, 
make a clean, slanting cut an inch or two 
from the base of the stem which lets the 
flower absorb more water. Make the cut 
with the stem submerged in warm water 
to keep air from entering and blocking 
the conductive tissues. The woodier the 
plant’s stem , the hotter the water can be 


Soft stem med plants like Begonias or 
Zinnias can only handle warm water. 
Woody stem m ed flowers will respond 
even better to hot but not boiling water if 
their stem s are crushed or slit to en­ 
courage more water uptake. While hot 
water sounds drastic, it is very effective 
in restoring wilted flowers. If you cut 
flowers like poppies which have bleeding 
stem s, sear the cut end over a flam e to 
reduce sap loss and prolong their life. 


It is important the the water in the 
arrangement is fresh. 
Bacteria, algae, 
etc., multiply quickly and can soon spoil 
the water so change it daily. Adding a 
little chlorox bleach will help keep the 
water cleaner. 
Also, every other time 
you change the water cut an inch or so 
off the stem s 
Following these few sim ­ 
ple tips will help you enjoy those 
beautiful bouquets ever longer!!

Mix butter, Vi cup sugar and 1 tbsp lemon peel; set 
aside. Combine baking mix, 2 tbsp sugar, 2 tsp. lemon 
peel, egg and milk; beat vigorously Mi minute. Spread 
batter in greased round layer pan, 9x1 Vk inches. 
Sprinkle sugar mixture over batter. Bake 400 degrees 
20 to 25 minutes. Serve warm. 


Best Bran Muffins 
1-15 oz. pkg bran cereal 
1 cup melted shortening or oil 
3 cups sugar 
4 eggs, beaten 
1 qt. buttermilk 
5 tsp soda 
5 cups flour 
2 tsp salt 
Mix bran cereal, flour, soda, sugar and salt in very 
large bowl, mix dry ingredients with wooden spoon or 
hand to insure that all ingredients are thoroughly 
blended 
Add beaten eggs, shortening or oil, and but­ 
termilk. Mix well. Use spoon. Do not use mixer. Do 
not stir or transfer to another container as this will 
break down leavening Mixture makes approximately 
5 dozen muffins 
May be stored in refrigerator for up 
to six weeks Heat oven to 425 Fill muffin tins 2/3 full 
and bake 20 to 25 minutes 


Buttermilk Scones 
3 cups unsifted flour 
1/3 cup sugar 
2Mi tsp baking powder 
Mi tsp soda 
Mi tsp salt 
Mi cup cold butter or marg. cut in sm all pieces 
m4 cup snipped dates or currants 
1 tsp. grated orange peel 
1 cup buttermilk 
About 1 tbsp. cream or milk 
V4 tsp. ground cinnamon mixed with 2 tbsp sugar 
In a large bowl, stir together the dry ingredients 'til 
blended 
Using pastry blender cut the cold butter into 
dry ingred. until it resem bles coarse cornm eal, stir in 
the dates and peel. Make a well in the center of the 
butter-flour mixture, add buttermilk all at once. Stir 
mixture with a fork until dough cleans the sides of the 
bowl. With your hands, gather dough into a ball; turn 


onto a lightly floured board. Roll or pat into a circle Vi 
inch thick 
Using a 2Mi inch cutter cut into individual 
scones Place 1 Vi inch apart on lightly greased baking 
sheets. Using a pastry brush, spread tops of scones 
with cream ; sprinkle lightly with cinnamon-sugar 
mixture. Bake in a 425 degree oven 12 minutes or 'till 
tops are lightly brown. Serve warm. Makes about 18 
scones.

diet linked 


to cancer 


CHICAGO (UPI) - Foods 
common to “ W estern-style” 
diets may boost the body's 
production of cancer-causing 
agents and increase the risk of 
cancer of the colon, a Canadian 
researcher reported today. 
However, he theorized that 
increased consumption of fiber, 
large doses of vitamin C and 
reduced fat intake could curb 
the cancer risk. 
Dr. William R. Bruce of the 
Ontario Cancer Institute of 
Toronto told the American 
C hem ical S ociety’s 
174th 
national meeting the discovery 
of potent c a n c e r-re la te d 
m utagens in the feces cf 
persons on "Western diets” im­ 
plicates a possible cause of 
cancer of the colon. He said 
simple dietary changes — a 
high fiber, low-fat diet with in­ 
c re a s e d co n su m p tio n of 
vitamin C — diminished these 
mutagens. 
"Clinical studies suggest that 
these conditions might be as­ 
sociated with lower cancer 
rates.” Bruce said. 
The potency of mutagens in 
feces is comparable to that 
found in two packs of cigarettes 
when measured by a standard 
test for mutagens, he said. 
Almost all carcinogens — 
cancer causing agents — are 
mutagens and mutagens are 
almost always carcinogens. 
‘ The feces of many normal 
humans do indeed contain 
mutagenic compounds, which 
may be carcinogenic,” Bruce 
said. "Present evidence, now 
incomplete, suggests that they 
may be N-nitroso compounds ... 
90 per cent of N-nitroso com­ 
pounds. moreover, are car­ 
cinogenic.” 
He said the source of the N- 
nitroso compounds is not known 
but the fact that food consumed 
by test subjects confined little 
measurable N-nitroso or muta­ 
genic activity “ indicates that 
these compounds are made in 
the human body.” 
Consuming one tablespoon of 
bran led to a two-fold drop in 
the levels of mutagens, while 
lowering fat from 150 grams to 
50 grams per day diminished 
those levels by two to three 
times. Bruce said. 


Two grams of ascorbic acid 
(vitamin C> given daily, com­ 
pared to a normal intake of 0.35 
grams, resulted in a "rapid 
decrease" in both mutagens 
and N-nitroso compounds, he 
added

WASHINGTON (UPI) - If 
the National Association of 
Broadcasters television code is 
changed to forbid material 
“generally perceived” as offen­ 
sive, it could be a capitulation 
to critics lacking “even plain 
horse sense.” 
That’s the position of Jack 
Valenti, president of the Motion 
P ic tu r e A s s o c ia tio n of 
America. 
Vincent Wasilewski, NAB 
president, answers in turn that 
it won’t do to accept only court 
judgments on what is obscene. 
The men wrote “ My Dear 
Vince” and “ Dear Jack” let­ 
ters, released Wednesday, 
reflecting the pressure of 
viewer anger about TV sex and 
violence, and how that pressure 
affects their respective indus­ 
tries. 
Valenti was concerned not 
only about principles but that 
his industry get its movies out 
of theaters and on television; 
Wasilewski was saying that 
pressure by religious and other 
civic groups must not be ig­ 
nored. 
The NAB is working on a 
change of its TV code — to 
which member stations are sup­ 
posed to adhere. TTie NAB’s 
Board of Directors meets Sept. 
16 on the matter. 
The code now says: “Ob­ 
scene. indecent or profane mat­ 
ter, as proscribed by law, is un­ 
acceptable.” 
Valenti said he feared the 
NAB would change it to read; 
‘‘That which is generally 
perceived to be obscene, inde­ 
cent or profane will be unaccep­ 
table.” 
“ If you toss aside that which 
is founded in the law and sub­ 
stitute for it a vague, meander­ 
ing clause ... you are inviting 
everyone to be a judge without 
the sanction of the law or con­ 
stitutional authority or even 
plain horse sense.” Valenti 
said. 
He said he doesn’t know of “a 
single obscene TV show on the 
air today” and said: “The ins­ 
tant we confer on tenacious 
critics the power to be the ar­ 
biters of what is said and seen 
on TV, we are hobbled.” 
Wasilewski replied that “ gen­ 
erally perceived” 
probably 
would not make the rewrite, but 
it would be wrong to say that 
“we should reject anything ex­ 
cept that which a court decided 
was obscene ”

10 years The companies may 
discuss prices, however, when 
selling or exchanging rebrand 
gasoline among themselves.

Jennings 
and Mark Rothbaum of Dan­ 
bury. Conn . have been free on 
$7.500 non-surety bond. 
The prosecution contends 
Rothbaum delivered just under 
an ounce of cocaine to a New 
York delivery service for ship­ 
ment to a firm owned by Jenn­ 
ings in Nashville. 
Lori Evans. 21, Jennings’ per­ 
sonal secretary, 
allegedly 
picked up the package at the 
Nashville airport Aug 24 and 
delivered it to a recording 
studio where Jennings was at 
work. Drug Enforcement Ad­ 
ministration agents and local 
police followed her, then raided 
the studio. Sandidge dismissed 
the drug charges lodged against 
her. 
William C. Tucker of Nashvil­ 
le’s DEA office testified that an 
agent observed another man at 
the studio looking at Jennings 
and gesturing with his thumb 
toward a nearby bathroom. 
Later, Tucker said, two “soak­

There are 26 Democrats in 
Engine of Rome-bound jet explodes 


NEW YORK (UPI) - A TWA 
747 jetliner bound for Rome 
with 239 passengers aboard had 
an explosion in one engine 
Wednesday night just after the 
plane took off from Kennedy 
Airport. 
The explosion forced the 
plane to return to the airport 
and scattered debris over 
Valley Stream, N Y., which is 
near the airport. 
Nassau County police said 
debris from the aircraft scat­ 
tered over community, break­ 
ing windows in buildings in­ 


cluding several at a sprawling 
shopping center. 
The aircraft landed safely 
and there were no injuries 
either on the plane or on the 
ground from the debris. 
A Federal Aviation Adminis­ 
tration spokesman said the 
TWA flight, 840, left Kennedy at 
10:19 p.m. hound for Rome. 
“Two minutes after takeoff, 
the No 2 engine, the second one 
in on the left side, had an inter­ 
nal explosion,” the spokesman 
said. “The aircraft returned to 
Kennedy, landing at 10:54 


D.m.” 
The spokesman said, “The 
damage was apparently con­ 
fined to the engine. There was 
no fire, nothing like that, it was 
an internal explosion in the 
engine and it just stopped.” 
The aircraft has four engines. 
The cause of the explosion 
was not immediately deter­ 
mined.

Many dancers become ex­ 
perts on ballet by doing it. 
Some prison inmates make 
themselves authorities on 
criminal justice by reading. 
M ore than a few wage 
earners learn more about 
management on the job than 
any professor could teach them. 
Persons also become really 
good in a subject by traveling or 
reading the right books in the 
cellar, attic, garage or even on 
the bus or train while com­ 
muting to office or factory. 
So where does the expertise 
lead? 
Well, it may lead a person to 
college credit by examination, 
thanks to an experiment in 
higher education that caught on 
in the last ten years. 
The way it works: The person 
who has mastered a body of in­ 
form ation signs up for a 
College-Level Examination 
Program in the subject and 
takes a test. He gets credit if 
dem onstrating a certain 
proficiency. 
The idea: If a person knows 


the material, the colleges don’t 
care if they learned it in the 
cellar, attic, prison, on the job, 
dancing in the ballet or poking 
around the Orient. 
The independent learners 
now regularly demonstrate 
their abilities by taking such 
tests and receive college credit 
for the life experiences or off- 
campus study. 
After a decade of trial the 
concept of college credit by ex­ 
amination has now been ac­ 
cepted at more than 1,500 
American colleges and univer­ 
sities. 
The College Level Examina­ 
tion Program — C LEP — was 
developed by the Collegeboard 
as a national system of credit. 
It now covers 47 college sub­ 
jects. 
During the new school year 
the C LEP system of credit will 
reach hundreds of thousands of 
persons. 
State universities in Texas, 
Florida and Utah, and such 
private universities as Boston, 
Rice and Brigham Young, are 
among major users of CLEP. 


Many two-year schools are 
also heavy users. That includes 
the nation’s largest two-year 
college, 
Miami-Dade County 
Community College. 
New York, New Jersey and 
Connecticut state colleges now 
offer external college degree 
programs that enable persons 
to earn degrees just by passing 
tests and demonstrating in 
other ways that they have 
satisified educational require­ 
ments. 
At Illinois State University 
researchers looked at the 
records of nearly 4000 students 
who had gotten credit by C LEP 
over the past five years. 
The C LEP candidates mea­ 
sured up to and sometimes sur­ 
passed other students. 
Researchers said C LEP cred­ 
its offer students greater 
latitude in shaping their aca­ 
demic programs. 
The dramatic spurt in credit 
by examination was one focus 
of a report to the Florida 
Legislature this year. 
Commissioner of Education 
Ralph Tulington noted that 


some 50,000 took advantage of 
acceleration opportunities, an 
increase of 50 per cent over the 
previous year. 
Tulington estimated that the 
students earned about 200,000 
credit hours through credit by 
examination in place of course 
work. 
What did this mean? 
“ The state saved approxi­ 
mately $6 3 million in instruc­ 
tional costs and students 
avoided having to pay $2.3 
million for credits,” Tulington 
said. 
The C LEP way also is helping 
sailors, airmen and soldiers. 
Last year, an estimated 
180,000 members of the United 
States armed forces took the 
examinations without spending 
one penny. 


They took the tests under a 
program known as DANTES 
(Defense Activity for Nontradi- 
tional Education Support). Un­ 
cle Sam paid. 


During the new school year, 
four new C LEP examinations 
are being added in dentistry. 


The main campus, Lompoc 
Center, and Vandenberg Center 
offer a College Entry Program, 
designed for persons wishing to 
upgrade their skills in reading, 
mathematics or English gram­ 
mar 
The College Entry Program 
offers a self-paced learning ap­ 
proach, allowing students to 
progress at their own rate while 
earning college credit. Persons 
who have been out of the 
mainstream of academic life 
for a lengthy time might con­ 
sider the College En try 
Program prior to enrolling in 
more advanced college-level 
courses, or they may enroll con­ 
currently with regular courses. 
Courses offered in the College 
Entry Program are approved 
for veterans 
Persons may also enroll in 
Allan Hancock College courses 
offered at the Federal Correc­ 
tional Institution in Lompoc. 
Registration for courses at the 
FCI may be made at the time of 
registration at the Vandenberg 
Center. September 7. 8 and 9 in 
bldg 12207

AKRON, Ohio (UPI) — If you asked 
the 20 players in this year’s World Series 
of Golf if the $100,000 first prize should 
be counted as official money winnings, 
you might get 20 different opinions 
I have a lot of mixed feelings about 
the World Series,” said PGA champion 
Lanny Wadkins after his Wednesday 
practice round. “I think having a cham­ 
pionship at the end of the year is a good 
idea But I’m not sure all the ways of get­ 
ting in are good or if the money should be 
official.”

He’ll play his last game a 
month from today at Giants 
Stadium in East Rutherford, 
N .J. T hat’s what he say s, 
anyway. He’ll suit up with the 
Cosmos for the first half of that 
con test and with his old 
Brazilian team. Santos, in the 
second half, and then he'll be all 
finished 
Don’t be your life on it, 
though. 
Pele has said the same thing 
before. Not once, but several 
tim e s and each tim e he 
agonized over his “ retirement” 
for a period, then changed his 
mind and came back to play 
some more.

Now president of the South­ 
ern New York State Soccer As­ 
sociation, which is part of the 
U .S. 
S o c c e r 
F e d e ra tio n , 
Magnozzi believes Pele will 
change his mind about quitting. 
He also believes money is what 
will make him come back. 
" I think he’ll play again,” 
says Magnozzi, with the assur­ 
ance bom of someone who has 
dealt with Pele before. “ Why? 
Because he’s the best business­ 
man I’ve ever seen and I’ve 
been associated with soccer 
more than 30 years. Pele has 
said he was retiring three times 
now. I brought him to this 
country with the Santos team 
seven times but I gave up doing 
it in 1970 just before the World 
Cup in Mexico because Pele 
said he was quitting and not 


playing anym ore. Then he 
turned around and joined the 
Brazilian World Cup team. You 
know what I think? I think he 
was just holding out for more 
money.” 
Magnozzi, 57, played eight 
years himself in the American 
Professional League with the 
New York A m ericans and 
comes from a soccer family. 
His father, Spartacus, was 
general manager of Livorno, a 
first division team in Tuscany, 
and his uncle, Mario, played on 
two World Cup teams and still 
ranks among the top 10 all-time 
scorers in Italian soccer his­ 
tory. 
“ I remember the first time I 
brought Pele to this country,” 
says Magnozzi. “ We put him in 
a hotel here with the rest of the 
Santos players and he was such 
a hero to the Spanish people and 
all the other Latin Americans 
that he had to stay in his room 
like a prisoner because he’d be 
mobbed every time he stepped 
out. 
“ The people would gather in 
the hotel lobby and wait for him 
or they’d go upstairs and try to 
get in to see him. Food would 
have to be brought to his room. 


All the attendance records the 
Cosmos are breaking now are 
the ones we set. With Pele in 
the lineup, Santos played Inter- 
Milan at Yankee Stadium on 
Sept. 5, 1966. and drew 42,183 
people. That was a record and it 
wasn’t broken until the Cosmos 
did it this season by drawing 
62,000.” 
Magnozzi recalls another 
game Pele played here that 
same year, one that had been 
ballyhooed as a “ showdown” 
between Pele and Eusebio, 
known as “ The Black Panther 
of the Mozambique.” Playing 
for Portugal. Eusebio was high 
scorer in the World Cup com­ 
petition that year and soccer 
fans around the world were 
speculating that he could be the 
“ new king.” 
“ The game I have in mind 
was played at Randall’s Island

“ Pele played for Santos and 
Eusebio for Benfica of Lisbon. 
Santos won the game, 4-0, and 
Pele scored two goals. There 
was no more talk about a ‘new 
k in g’ a fte r that although 
Eusebio w as a very good 
player.

WASHINGTON — The Foreign 
Agriculture Service (FAS), an arm of 
the Agriculture Dept., sends both 
government men and businessmen 
abroad to promote the sale of U.S. farm 
products. 
In all fairness, it must be said that 
these 
trav elin g 
pitchmen have been 
successful in boosting 
foreign sales of ripe 
tobacco leaf, surplus 
wheat and other com­ 
modities grown in the 
United States. 
They haven’t been 
quite as successful, 
however, as the FAS 
likes to claim. Last 
year, the agency in­ 
flated its claims with 
phony statistics — the 
better to justify its $40 million budget. 
There was the matter, for example, of 
cattle exports to Hungary. A staff in­ 
vestigation for Chairman Charles Vanik, 
D.-Ohio, of the House Trade subcommit­ 
tee, found that Hungary is buying less 
cattle from the United States. 
But the FAS solemnly assured 
Congress Hungary is purchasing more 
U.S. cattle than ever. For this, the 
agency took full credit. 
It turned out, however that the FAS 
had various statistics to choose from. 
The Economic Research Service, which 
keeps track of livestock exports, 
reported that 597 American steers 
reached Hungary in 1976. 
The Animal and Plant Health Inspec­ 
tion Service keeps its own count of the 
cattle shipped overseas. By its 
arthimetic, 1,245 head of cattle made it 


to Hungary. 
Neither figure was much to boast 
about. The FAS, therefore, seized upon 
some private statistics kept by the 
Holstein-Friesian Assn., a huge cattle 
cooperative. Triumphantly, the FAS 
reported to Congress that the 
cooperative had exported 6,300 cattle to 
the Hungarian market. But the agency 
couldn’t even get the private figures 
right. The surprised cooperative had 
reported shipping only 3.326 steers to 
Himgary. 
If Congress has been misled about the 
amount of U.S. beef served to hungry 
Hungarians last year, the FAS is not 
repen tent. An official told us the agency 
intended to "ignore” the congressional 
investigation. He said the FAS was con­ 
stantly being investigated by Congress, 
without detriment. If is difficult, he ad­ 
ded, to make sure all the figures are ac­ 
curate. 
But congressional critics are wonder­ 
ing why the taxpayers need to spend $40 
million to promote agricultural sales 
overseas. The United States dominates 
agricultural trade and shouldn’t need 
touring promoters to tout its beef and 
barley. 
“ It’s a little bit,” Vanik told us, “like 
Saudi Arabia advertising the benefits\>f 
its oil.” 
NUCLEAR CRISIS. At least 20 
nuclear reactors are so swamped with 
their own radioactive wastes that they 
will have to close down within seven 
years unless drastic action is taken. 
The Carter administration has 
prohibited reprocessing used nuclear 
fuel and many nuclear plants have cram­ 
med their storage facilities to capacity 
with the spent fuel rods. A nuclear reac- 
' tor must shut down if its lethal wastes 


cannot be stored or shipped away. 
The nation’ s nuclear plants, 
meanwhile, are running out of room and 
time. An investigation by the Energy 
Research and Development Administra­ 
tion (ERDA) has found several nuclear 
reactors with a critical oversupply of 
spent fuel. 
For example, South Carolina’s H.B. 
Robinson plant, operated by Carolina 
Power and Light, will be forced to shut 
down by February 1978 if it is not permit­ 
ted to ship out its deadly radioactive 
wastes. A company spokesman admitted 
to us: “ We’re in trouble. Time is of the 
essence.” 
Another reactor on the problem list is 
located in La Crosse, Wis. The chaotic 
federal nuclear policy, complained the 
plant manager, is "constipating the 
nuclear industry.” Several other nuclear 
facilities are also caught in the squeeze. 
The nuclear industry, meanwhile, is 
grinding to a standstill while it waits for 
President Carter to produce a 
. 
prehensive nuclear policy. In a private 
letter to the president, Rep. John Moss, 
D.-Calif., has warned that "the earliest 
an industry spent fuel storage facility 
could be built and licensed is IMS. Yet by 
1983, 30 reactors will have lost” the 
ability to control their nuclear wastes 
properly. 
This, stressed Moss, will result in the 
"imminent threat of nuclear reactor 
shutdowns.” 
In fairness, government experts claim 
the situation has improved from a dire 
emergency of a couple of years ago. But 
radioactive wastes continue to stockpile 
while storage space shrinks and nuclear 
planners scramble frantically to avert 
shutdowns.

Campaign funds loophole

"Mam#, how does it feel to have a son who's 
gonna make more money than the president of 
the United States?" 


WASHINGTON (NEA) — Members of 
the House and Senate accused of 
criminal activity may soon be able to use 
money contributed to their campaipi 
funds to pay the legal fees required for 
their defense. 
A midwestem congressman has just 
received official sanction to use his cam­ 
paign surplus to pay 
attorney’s fees in­ 
curred while he was 
the target of five 
separate criminal in­ 
vestigations con­ 
ducted by three 
federal law enforce­ 
ment agencies. 
The Federal Elec­ 
tion Commission 
(FE C ) "a d v iso ry 
opinion’’ technically 
applies only to the St. 
Louis Democrat who 
requested the advice, Rep. William D. 
Clay, but it also establishes an important 
precedent with far-reaching and poten­ 
tially harmful implications. 
Both houses of Congress amended 
their rules earlier this year to prohibit 
members from converting campaign 
funds to their "personal” use, but Clay 
argues that the criminal investigations 
were “ relative to official conduct in of­ 
fice.” 
The lawyers’ fees “ were incurred in 
order to defend my right to maintain my 
position as a public official,’’ the 46-year- 
old black congressman argued in an Aug. 
5 letter to the FEC. 
Because “ my position as an elected of­ 
ficial was placed in jeopardy by certain 
grand jury investigations, to the same 
degree as when challenged by an oppo­ 
nent, I contend the legal expenses in­ 
curred are proper campaign expenses,” 
Clay added. 
On Aug. 25, the FEC voted 6-0 to grant 
his request, on the grounds that the ap­ 
plicable federal law allows a 
congres 
sman to use excess campaign donations 
•to defray any ordinary and necessary 
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expenses incurred by him in connection 
with his duties as a holder of federal of­ 
fice” or “ for any other lawful purpose.” 
Investigations of Clay involving nar­ 
cotics trafficking, tax evasion and cam­ 
paign finance violations have been ter­ 
minated by the Drug Enforcement Ad­ 
ministration, Internal Revenue Service 
and Justice Department without any 
charges brought against the congres­ 
sman. 
His former administrative assistant 
pleaded guilty following a probe of 
payroll padding in Clay’s congressional 
office. In the last case, Clay paid the 
Justice Department $1,754 as reimburse­ 
ment for allegedly fradulent expenses 
collected in connection with congres­ 
sional travel, 
“ For the past three and a half years 
I’ve been going through hell. It almost 
broke me,” says Clay. “ I’ve spent over 
$20,000 trying to defend myself against 
these irresponsible charges " 
The crucial question now involves not 
Clay’s guilt or innocence but rather the 
intent of the donors to his campaign 
fund. Did they expect to have their con­ 
tributions used to elect him to office or 
to pay for his defense in a serious of 
criminal cases? 
“I could get most of the donors to 
write me a letter saying they wouldn’t 
mind” using the money for legal fees, 
says Clay, who adds that he’s "willing to 
give the money back" to any con­ 
tributors who object to his plan. 
But the FEC ruling is applicable far 
beyond C l a y ’ s c a s e because, 
notwithstanding ail the recent rhetoric 
about "post-Watergate morality,’’ 
members of Congress continue to find 
thesmelves in trouble with the law. 
In recent months, two former House 
members were indicted on criminal 
charges and two others began serving 
prison terms after being convicted in 
crim inal c a s e s . 
The J u s t ic e 
Department’s investigation of the 
Korean bribery scandal could well 
produce additional indictments.

No verbiage in that message. It’s all 
clean, crisp prose, getting right to the 
facts of the matter. 
For those who haven’t followed the 
recounting of Phelps’ activities, the man 
has been the prime mover, the in­ 
novator, if you will of plantings of iris at 
the United Methodist Church on North 
Avenue and G Street and at the senior 
center on N Street in addition to the 
latest project in Mission Hills. 
Phelps became active in these public 
affairs after joining the Robert R. Young 
Iris Society a year or two ago. 


Supervisor Robert L. Hedlund recoiled 
out of frustration Wednesday in issuing 
an appeal for the PUC to act in the case 
of utility services in Mission Hills. "This 
letter,” Hedlund said, addressing the 
PUC, "is to inform you that my office 
has received many complaints to which 
it has no authority to respond.”

Hedlund’s action, in effect, throws the 
weight of his office behind an effort by 
Mission Hills residents to form a service 
district to take over the present water 
and sewer facilities.

He knew of three youths who 
traveled together ami one of them turned 
out to be the prime suspect in the 
tragedy. 
Nothing is ever crystal clear in con­ 
flicts involving fatal assaults, but it may 
be that a misunderstanding was a factor 
in the case. In simple terms, one side of 
the conflict contends that they went to 
the West Hickory Avenue area searching 
for a particular girl; while the other 
side, the side of the victim, contends that 
the suspect and two friends came to the 
area trying to make trouble. 
Time alone will tell whether the 
respective contentions survive closer 
scrutiny. 
There are, however, a couple of 
overriding facts: Why was anybody who 
was involved in the case carrying a knife 
capable of inflicting great bodily harm? 
Secondly, it’s kind of sad to find such 
strangeness existing between youth from 
different areas. Had there not been a 
breakdown of friendly relations, the in­ 
itial violence would not have occurred. 
The final fact, and an irrefutable one: 
A young man is dead as a result of the in­ 
cident.
